HEPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES. 


Chicago,  January  1,  1897. 

The  Trustees  of  The  Newberry  Library  make  this,  their  Fifth 
Annual  Report,  in  pursuance  of  the  provision  of  "An  Act  to  encourage 
and  promote  the  establishment  of  Free  Public  Libraries  in  cities, 
villages  and  towns  of  this  State." 

On  February  27,  1896,  the  first  vacancy  in  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Library  occurred  through  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Franklin 
MacVeagh.  a  step  regretted  by  the  Board,  but  accepted  for  the  reason 
urged  by  Mr.  MacVeagh,  as  follows:  "My  reason  for  resigning  is 
that,  while  I  remain  closely  associated  with  my  own  business  affairs, 
I  shall  find  it  continuously  impracticable  to  give  to  the  business  and 
affairs  of  The  Newberry  Library  the  time  and  effort  I  feel  as  a 
trustee  I  ought  to  give."' 

At  the  regular  monthly  meeting  on  June  1st,  the  Board  unani- 
mously elected,  to  fill  this  vacancv,  Mr.  Bryan  Lathrop,  which 
election,  in  accordance  with  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  Incorpora- 
tion, was  dulj'  approved  by  Hon.  Benjamin  D.  Magruder,  Chief 
Justice,  for  the  time  being,  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Illinois,  and 
accepted  by  Mr.  Lathrop.  A  list  of  the  Trustees  is  appended  hereto, 
marked  Exhibit  I. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Librarian,  appended  hereto,  and  marked 
Exhibit  II.  to  \'.  inclusive,  presents  the  various  statistics  of  the 
Library  for  the  past  year,  embracing  remarks  on  the  general  con- 
dition and  administration  of  the  Library;  statistics  of  the  use  of  the 
Library,  with  number  of  volumes  and  pamphlets  purchased  and 
received  by  gift,  both  in  the  general  library  and  in  the  medical  depart- 
ment; and  a  list  of  donors. 

Appended  hereto,  marked  Exhibit  VI.,  is  the  report  of  the  expert 
accountant,  appointed  by  Hon.  Henry  M.  Shepard,  presiding  Justice 
of  the  Illinois  Appellate  Court,  in  accordance  with  the  legislation 
act,  to  examine  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  corporation,  in  which 
is  presented  in  statements  numl)ered  1  and  2  the  general  balance 
sheet  of  December  31,  189(i,  and  the  cash  account,  showing  the  re- 
ceipts on  account  of  capital  and  income  for  the  year  1^196.

ANNUAL    REPORT    OF    THE    LIBRARIAN. 

The  Librarian  iia.s  the  honor  to  submit  to  the  Board  of  TriLsteesof  The  New- 
berry Library  his  report  for  the  year  189(3. 

The  main  changes  during  the  past  twelve  months  have  taken  place  in  the 
scientific  and  medical  departments.  In  pur.suance  of  the  co-operative  plan 
recently  adopted  by  The  Chicago  Public  Library,  The  John  Crerar  Library 
and  The  Newberry  Library,  G,331  volumes  and  1,483  pamphlets  of  the  scien- 
tific department  have  been  turned  over  to  The  John  Crerar  Library.  The 
space  formerly  occupied  by  them  will  be  filled  with  the  Egyptological  collec- 
tion, the  collection  of  Hymnology,  the  Bailey  collection  of  works  on  China 
and  the  Clarke  collection,  largely  on  fish  culture  and  angling.. 

In  October  last,  the  annex  to  the  medical  department  was  opened,  much  to 
the  relief  of  the  main  room.  The  Senn  collection  being  transferred  to  the 
annex,  space  was  secured  for  a  more  convenient  arrangement  of  the  works 
already  on  the  shelves,  and  for  the  admission  of  the  generous  contributions 
of  the  American  Medical  Association,  recived  some  two  years  ago.  The 
noteworty  gifts  of  the  year  to  this  department  are  580  volumes,  chiefly  on  Ob- 
stetrics, presented  by  Dr.  DeLaskie  Miller;  74  volumes  added  by  Dr.  Senn  to 
his  munificent  collection;  59  volumes  and  66  pamphlets  presented  by  Dr. 
E.  Fletcher  Ingals;  '2  folios  of  "Portraits  of  Eminent  Physicians"  collected 
by  the  late  Dr.  Charles  Gilman  Smith  and  presented  by  Miss  Hammond.  To 
these  should  be  added  the  files  of  74  periodicals  received  through  the  courtesy 
of  the  publishers  of  "The  Chicago  Medical  Record"  and  the  publishers  of 
"The  Medical  Standard."  Of  the  2,356  volumes  purchased,  all  but  60  were 
periodicals.  A  new  feature  of  the  medical  department  is  the  provision  in 
the  annex  for  private  consultation  among  the  physicians  and  students  desir- 
ing it  for  the  better  prosecution  of  their  researches.  The  patronage  of  the 
medical  department  shows  an  increase  of  nearly  100  per  cent,  over  that  of 
1895. 

The  most  notable  entry  in  the  list  of  contributors  to  the  general  library  is 
the  gift  of  "The  Evening  Press  Company"  of  this  city — Chicago  Daily 
Journal,  39  volumes;  Chicago  P^vening  Journal,  172  volumes;  The  Chicago 
Weekly  Journal,  38  volumes. 

The  arrangement  of  the  collection  in  the  museum  is  so  far  advanced  that 
the  public  will  be  admitted  on  January  first.

While  the  contents  of  the  Museum  came  mainly  from  the  Proba'?co  collec- 
tion, the  jreneral  library  has  furnished  valuable  additions  to  the  incunabula, 
manuscripts,  Aldines,  Elzevirs  and  the  miscellaneous  case. 

A  special  exhibit,  arranged  in  chronological  order  and  by  countries,  con- 
tains 53  incunabula,  40  manuscripts.  111  bindings,  83  early  illustrated  books, 
52 miscellaneous  items,  grouped  as  follows: 

Cases  1  and  G,  specimens  of  early  printing. 

Cases  4,  .5,  0  and  2  (in  part),  manuscripts. 

Case  7,  specimens  of  modern  typography. 

Cases  8,  9,  10  (in  part),  bindings,  and  10  (in  part)  wood  engravings— books 
of  the  15th  and  IGth  centuries. 

Cases  2  and  7  (in  part),  first  editions,  Americana,  autographs,  various 
bibliophilic  curiosities. 

A  descriptive  card  is  attached  to  each  article,  and  a  guide  is  in  preparation, 
which  will  give,  in  addition  to  the  catalogue  of  the  exhibit,  bibliographical 
references  to  the  more  important  lileratui'e  on  the  subjects  illustrated  by  the 
specimens  displayed. 

The  decrease  in  the  number  of  general  periodicals  on  tile,  shown  in  Ex- 
hibit III.,  is  due  to  the  transfer  of  scientific  publications  to  The  John  Crerar 
Library.  The  figures  of  this  same  exhibit  make  the  number  of  books  con- 
sulted during  1890  less  than  the  number  consulted  during  1895.  There  has 
been,  in  fact,  not  a  decrease,  but  an  increase,  in  the  number  of  books  con- 
sulted. So  many  volumes  are  drawn  at  one  time  by  searchers  in  the  genea- 
logical department,  and,  often,  so  little  actual  use  is  made  of  the  greater 
number  of  them,  that  the  i-ule  for  the  past  year  has  been  to  credit  the  statistics 
of  consultation,  in  these  cases,  with  only  one  book  in  ten  of  the  number 
drawn.     The  gain  in  attendance  over  1895  is  7,421  readers.
